Rather would I have my chil- 
dren uneducated than to send 
them to a modernistic college or 
seminary. Better to go through 
life without a degree than to have 
injected the poison of modernism. 
Of what value is a_ theological 
course if it takes away the Word 
of God? The preacher, above all 
men, must have a message. Mod- 
ernism robs him of his convictions 
and fills his mind with doubts. 
And to destroy another’s faith is a 
far more heinous crime than mur- 
der. 

I have known young men to be 
sent to a modernistic college, 
young men established in the faith 
and truly converted. They have 
gone from an evangelistic church 
with a deeply spiritual atmos- 
phere; hence they were well 
grounded before they left. In fact, 
some of them had attended a Bible 
institute. It was taken for granted 
that they could go anywhere and 
remain true. They were warned 
about modernism before they left. 
And yet, within a few short 
months, they had opened their 
minds to the subtle teachings of 
modernism. 

Hence it becomes abundantly 
evident that but few young men, 


| regardless of their training, with 


their immature minds, can go 
through a modernistic institution 
and remain true. The professors of 
modernism seem to delight in cast- 
ing doubt on the Word of God and 
throwing out questions and sug- 
gestions that mature students 
could easily answer, but that 
young men in thei’ early twenties, 
with their brief experience, know 
not how to meet.

Exposing Error: 
Is It Worth While?

Objection is often raised—even by some sound in the faith—re- 
garding the exposure of error as being entirely negative and of no 
real edification. Of late, the hue and cry has been against any and 
all negative teaching. But the brethren who assume this attitude for- 
get that a large part of the New Testament, both of the teaching of 
our blessed Lord Himself and the writings of the apostles, is made 
up of this very character of ministry—namely, showing the satanic 
origin, and therefore the unsettling results, of the propagation of er- 
roneous systems which Peter, in his second Epistle, so definitely refers 
to as “damnable heresies.” 

Our Lord prophesied, “Many false prophets shall rise, and shall 
deceive many.” Within our own day, how\many false prophets have 
risen; and oh, how many are the deceived! Paul predicted, “I know 
this, that after my departing shall grievous wolves enter in among you, 
not sparing the flock. Also of your own selves shall men arise, speak- 
ing perverse things to draw away disciples after them. Therefore 
watch.” My own observation is that these “grievous wolves,” alone and 
in packs, are not sparing even the most favored flocks. Undershep- 
herds in these “‘perilous times” wiH do well to note the 
apostle’s warning, “Take heed therefore unto your- 
selves and to all the flock over the which the Holy 
Ghost hath made you overseers.” It is as important in 
these days as in Paul’s—in fact, it is increasingly im- 
portant—to expose the many types of false teaching 
that, on every hand, abound more and more. 

We are called upon to “contend earnestly for the 
faith once for all delivered to the saints,” while we hold the truth in 
love. The faith means the whole body of revealed truth, and, to con- 
tend for all of God’s truth, necessitates some negative teaching. The 
choice is not left with us. Jude said he preferred a different, a pleas- 
anter theme,—‘‘Beloved, my whole concern was to write to you on the 
subject of our common salvation, but IJ am forced to write you an 
appeal to defend the faith which has once for all been committed to 
the saints; for certain persons have slipped in by stealth (their doom 
has been predicted long ago), impious creatures who pervert the grace 
of our God” (Jude 3, 4, Moffatt). Paul likewise admonishes us to “take 
no part in the unfruitful works of darkness, but instead expose them” 
(Eph, 5:11, R.S.V.).

I have your :letter and the 
clipping from the Des Moines 
Sunday Register, and I am glad 
to answer the best I can. The 
trouble with Mrs. Marie E. Loomis 
of Milton, Iowa, is that she is 
gznorant about the Bible. Like 
all infidels, she has a bias against 
the truth, believes hearsay testi- 
mhony, and does not take time to 
dearn the facts. 

1. She says, “No historian of 
that time mentions either his 
birth (Christ’s) or the crucifixion.” 
But she is utterly mistaken. Jo- 
‘sephus, one of the most reliable 
historians of his time, and near- 
4y contemperary with Christ, tells 
much about the life and death of 
Jesus. And Josephus was not a 
Christian. The actual existence of 
Christ is as much a matter of 
vecord as that of any man of His 
tiume. 

Besides, Mrs. Loomis is silly to 
ignore those historical documents, 
the Gospels, written by those who 
Anew Christ personally. 

2. Mrs. Loomis says, “‘Nails were 
mot invented until the 16th cen- 
fury.” This is a bare statement 
4anade out of profound ignorance, 
without a particle of evidence. 
Perhaps our infidel lady jumped 
to that unscientific and unhistori- 
cal conclusion because in early 
days nails were expensive and com- 
mon people often used wooden pegs 
when they could not afford nails. 
Wails are mentioned several times 
“an the Old Testament, and the Old 
Testament was finished long be- 
fore Christ’s day. How could writ- 
ers write about nails if nails were 
mever invented? Centuries before 
“Christ it. is known that people 
‘worked iron and copper and other 
#@mnetals. They had knives, needles, 
“spears, axes, -SCISSOrS, razors, 
shovels, tongs, thousands of years 
before the sixteenth century. 

The Encyclopedia Britannica 
says, “Iron nails were commonly 
‘ain use during the Roman occupa- 
‘tion of Britain, large numbers 
‘shave ‘been found in places where 
“they were wrought by the Ro- 
anans.” The Roman conquest of 
Britain began A-D. 43, according 
‘sto the Encyclopedia Britannica, 
‘yonly ten or fifteen years after 
the crucifixion of Christ. Any 
mamskull could have found this 
“truth had he desired to do so, 
#efore publishing such a falsehood. 


3. Mrs. Loomis says, “The gos- 
~@pels do not agree as to the color 


of the robe.” They do agree, if’ 


_<one checks up on his facts. In 
the English, John 19:2 and 5.say 
the robe put on Christ was a pur- 


ple robe, and Matthew 27:28 says 
the robe was scarlet. But the 
word scarlet refers to the source 
of the color, not the exact tint. 
The International Standard Bible 
Encyclopedia explains, 
“Purple dye was manufactured 
by tthe Phoenicians from a 
marine mollusk, -Murex trun- 
culus. The shell was broken in 
order to give access to a small 
gland which was removed and 
crushed. The crushed. gland 
gives a milky fluid that be- 
comes red or purple on exposure 
to the air...The purple gland 
is found in various species of 
Murex and also of Purpura.” 


The tint used could vary from 
pink to dark purple, depending 
on the way it was used, the par- 
ticular kind of shell fish used, 
etc. The same color was sometimes 
called purple and sometimes called 
scarlet. In ancient times the colors 
were not carefully divided as they 
are today. About half the names 
now used for color have been in- 
vented in the last fifty years. 
Where in ancient literature do you 
find beige, maroon, violet, aqua 
marine, or the distinctions be- 
tween different colors of blue— 
mavy blue, royal blue, sky blue, 
robin-egg blue?

The first Sunday there were 71 
public professions of faith and 
some similar number the last Sun- 
day, but there were conversions, 
reclamations, and additions to the 
church nearly every day of the 
conference with public baptizings 
several evenings.

For 
a number of years it has led the 
entire Southern Baptist Conven- 
tion and therefore the world in 
number of converts baptized.

The Tennessee Temple Schools, 
including a college, seminary, and 
Bible school, have a total enroll- 
ment of 641 students this year.

Other work spon- 
sored by the church include Zion 
College for colored people; the city 
rescue mission; Camp Joy which 
will take about a thousand poor 
children into the country for spe- 
cial vacation and Christian train- 
ing this summer; a Christian 
grammar school which is full, etc.

This does not imply harsh treatment of those entrapped by error— 
quite the opposite. If it be objected that exposure of error necessitates 
unkind reflection upon others who do not see as we do, our answer is, 
it has always been the duty of every loyal servant of Christ to warn 
against any teaching that would make Him less precious, or cast re- 
flection upon His finished redemptive work and the all-sufficiency of 
His present service as our great High Priest and Advocate. 

Every system of teaching can be judged by what it sets forth as 
to these fundamental truths of the faith. “What think ye of Christ?” 
is still the true test of every creed. The Christ of the Bible is cer- 
tainly not the Christ of any false ism. Each of the cults has its hideous 


caricature of our lovely Lord. 


Let us who have been redeemed at the cost of His precious blood, 
be “good soldiers of Jesus Christ.” As the battle against the forces of 
evil waxes ever more hot, we have need for God-given valor. There 
is constant temptation to compromise. “Let us go forth therefore unto 
him without the camp, bearing his reproach.” It is always right to 
stand firmly for what God has revealed concerning His blessed Son’s 
person and work. The “father of lies” deals in-half-truths, and special- 
izes In most subtle fallacies concerning the Lord Jesus, our sole and 


sufficient Saviour. 


Error is like leayen, of which we read, “A little leaven leaveneth 
the whole lump.” Truth mixed with error is equivalent to all error, 
except that it is more innocent looking, and therefore more dangerous. 
God hates such a mixture! Any error, or any truth-and-error mixture, 
calls for definite exposure and repudiation, To condone such is to be 
unfaithful to God and His Word, and treacherous to imperiled souls 


for whom Christ died.

How They Lost Their Faith

Here is a letter I received from 
my son when he was a student in 
a theological seminary, Rev. Paul 
B. Smith, B. A., who lost his faith 
and found it again: 

“We've been having quite a time 
here in the last few weeks. I think 
that we have finally found out 
where everybody stands. As a mat- 
ter of fact, we’ve found ourselves 
slipping into modernism and so- 
cialism without realizing it. It’s 
hard to explain. When we first 
came, we felt around and dis- 
covered that evefyone seemed to 
believe in the fundamentals as we 
did—tthe inspiration of the Scrip- 
tures, salvation by faith, the vir- 
gin birth, the resurrection, and 
even the second coming of Christ. 

“We carried on for the first 
term, not altogether sure of every- 
one’s stand, and therefore we 
didn’t stick up for our own end 
of it the way we might have. Then, 
after Christmas, we began dis- 
cussing things. We _ discovered 
that, without realizing it, we had 
actually taken a modernistic view- 
point. All our fundamentals had 
been uprooted and we found that 
we had nothing left to believe in. 
I think it hit all the fellows pret- 
ty hard and we were worried about 
it. It seemed that the more we 
talked about it the more modern- 
istic we became, and the more 
fundamentalism went down in our 
estimation. 

“T finally decided that if mod- 
ernism was all I had to believe in, 
I might as well throw up the whole 
works and not believe in anything. 
Actually for about ten days I 
neither read my Bible nor prayed. 
The Bible seemed foolish to me 


and prayer was a mockery. 

“You see, here is the view that 
the modernists take, so far as we 
can make it out. 

“They believe in the inspiration 
of the Bible, but just certain por- 
tions of it. Some of the books 
aren’t inspired at all; others are 
partially inspired. 

“Then they believe in the res- 
urrection of Christ, but not a 
bodily resurrection, just a living 
on of the principles and ideals of 
Jesus. He lived a spotless life and 
died. After He had died, the heart- 
sick disciples suddenly came to a 
realization of the fact that the 
work of Christ could still be car- 
ried on because His ideals were 
still alive. The spirit with which 
He sought to change the world 
still lived on. This was the resur- 
rection. When the Bible says that 
the disciples saw Him, it means 
that they saw in their hearts this 
great truth. The story of the emp- 
ty tomb was rigged up by the 
writers of the Gospels to satisfy 
the century-old beliefs of the Jews 
in the fact that there would be a 
bodily resurrection. 


“They believe in the second com- 
ing of Christ, but that was merely 
the coming of the Holy Spirit. 

“Christ was just a man whose 
personality was such that, by the 
power of suggestion, He could heal 
the sick.

“They believe in a personal com- 
mitment to Christ, but this is 
merely a commitment to live up to 
the principles of Jesus and work 
for the building of a better world. 

“So you see, according to these 
views our faith is pretty well shot 
and not worth much. 

“While I was alone I began to 
think, and I realized that in spite 
of all these things I had had a per- 
sonal experience with the living 
Christ. If Christ lives, then the 
resurrection story of the Bible 
must be true, and it follows that 
the Bible must be the Word of 
God. At once I discovered that my 
faith was stronger than any teach- 
ing I might hear to the contrary 
and that it was something worth 
standing up for. 


“It must have been in answer to 
your prayers that we did not swing 
over’4o modernism for good. Don’t 
worry about that now, though, for 
we have something that cannot be 
shaken,” 


No Other Anchorage 


Oh, fathers and mothers, don’t, 
don’t, I beseech of you, send your 
children to a college or seminary 
where modernism is taught. Don’t 
subject them to so great a temp- 
tation. Keep them off the enemy’s 
territory if you want them to 
stand. Choose a sound, evangelical 
school, even if it is far away from 
home; yes, even if it costs more. 
You cannot afford to have them 
robbed of their faith. For once 
they cast aside the Bible as a 
supernatural book, it will be easy 
to sin. There is no other anchor- 
age. 

Find, then, a college or semin- 
ary where the teaching is con- 
Structive rather than destructive, 
an institution. that builds up in- 
stead of tearing down, where faith 
is strengthened, not destroyed. 
You can find it if you want to, for 
there are still a few, thank God, 
that -have not bowed the knee to 
Baal.

Second 
he asks, “Where is the Scripture that teaches that the two 
classes will be punished in the same way?” as implied in 
certain statements of faith. Third, he asks what would be 
the objection to substituting another word for “the lost’’ 
in the statement about “the everlasting suffering of the 
lost.”” This missionary says, “I am much distressed by the in- 
clusive nature of this phrase, because I assume the word 
‘lost’ includes not only Christ-rejectors, but also those who 


have never heard of Him.” 


I believe that the Bible is very 
clear on this matter. It teaches 
that all who have not definitely 
trusted Christ as Saviour are lost. 
It teaches that the heathen people 
are lost because they are sinners, 
sinning against what light they 
have. Though those who have the 
Bible are warned by the Bible, 
those who do not have the Bible 
are warned by their conscience. 
If heathen people sought God, a 
way would be open for them to 
hear the gospel, no doubt, just as 
in the case of Cornelius, the Ro- 
man centurion described in Acts, 
chapter 10. Christ never lets any- 
body go to Hell who follows what 
light he can. More light is always 
given. A heathen person cannot be 
saved, nor can anyone else, with- 
@ut personally coming to trust in 
Jesus Christ. But God is obligated 
to see to it that anybody who fol- 
lows the light receives more light. 
The Bible clearly says, “The Lord 
is not slack concerning his prom- 
ise, aS some men count slackness: 
but is longsuffering to us-ward, 
not willing that any should perish, 
but that all should come to repen- 
tance” (II Pet. 3:9). 


There are degrees of punish- 
ment in Hell. Always the punish- 
ment is according to one’s desert. 

Now read my letter to the re- 
spected missionary. 

“My dear Brother Cook: 


“I thank you for your letter of 
March 17. I very carefully read it 
and the carbon copy of the letter 
to Dr. Carl McIntire, and the 
pamphlet. 


“Briefly stated, my earnest con- 
viction is as follows. 


“1. I do believe in ‘the everlast- 
ing suffering of the lost.’ I believe 
that is clearly taught in the Bible, 
particularly in Rev. 20:15; ‘And 
whosoever was not found written 
in the book of life was cast into 
the lake of fire.’ 


“I believe the punishment and 
suffering of all lost people, re- 
gardless of how much gospel they 
have heard or have not heard, is 


indicated in John 3:18, ‘He that 
believeth on him is not condemn- 
ed: but he that believeth not is 
condemned already, because he 
hath not believed in the name of 
the only begotten Son of God,’ and 
in John 3:36, ‘He that believeth 
on the Son hath everlasting life: 
and he that believeth not the Son 
Shall not see life; but the wrath 
of God abideth on him.’ 


“2. Your pamphlet asks this 
question: ‘Do the Scriptures, or do 
they not, recognize a difference 
between those who have heard 
the gospel, and those who have 
not?’ The answer is that the 
Scripture recognizes only two clas- 
ses, the saved and the lost (See 
John 3:18; John 3:36; Matt. 25: 
31-46). But degrees of punishment 
is another matter. There are not 
two degrees of punishment but as 
many degrees of punishment as 
there are people. Certainly those 
who have had the greatest light and 
Sinned against the greatest light 
will have more punishment. Those 
who have had less light will have 
less punishment. This is clearly 
taught in Revelation 20:11-15. 
People will be judged ‘out of the 
things written in the books ac- 
cording to their works.’ 


“3. I think the Bible clearly 
teaches that all lost people will be 
punished, those that know the 
Lord’s will more, those that know 
not the Lord’s will less. ‘And that 
Servant, which knew his lord’s 
will, and prepared not himself, 
neither did according to his 
will, shall be beaten with many 
stripes. But he that knew not, and 
did commit things worthy of 
Stripes, shall. be beaten with few 
Stripes. . .’ (Luke 12:47, 48).

that; for we are getting into a day | 
when the young think they know 
more than their parents, speaking | 
lightly about “the old man” and 
“the old woman.” They think 
father and mother are old fogies, 
and that the young people know 
it all. They disobey their parents. 
The child who disobeys a par- 
ent will bring upon his own head 
the curse of God. There is only 
one law superior to the law of 
father and mother; and that is 
the law of God. Even those who 
are grown up, and do not treat 
the father and mother with the 
respect and consideration which 
they should, will reap what they 
sow. God have mercy upon the 
one, young or old, who breaks that 
commandment. | 
6. The Sixth Commandment | 


“Thou shalt not kill.”—How! night, and walk up and down the 


much do you weigh by that law? 
You say, “I am all right by that 
law. We have no murderers here.” 
Are you absolutely sure? “Why, 
certainly. Where do you think you 
are talking? Down in the Grass- 
market?” No, I am talking in 
the Synod Hall; but there are 
other ways of killing people be- 
sides driving a dagger into their 
heart or firing a bullet into their 
brain. A husband can kill his 
wife by neglect, and cruelty, and 
unfaithfulness. How many a wo- 
man is hastening to an early 
grave, with a broken heart, be- 
cause she-has learned that the 
man who swore to be true to her 
is unfaithful. 


One day I was talking with a 
very brilliant man, who was un- 
der the influence of liquor. I 
said to him, “John, you ought to 
take Jesus Christ.” “Oh,” was 
the reply, “you know I do not 
believe as you do. I am one of 


these new theologians. I have a 


broader theology than you have. 
I am one of those believers in 
the eternal hope. You do not be- 
lieve that old-fashioned theology, 
do you? Now, honestly, suppose I 
should drop right down here now, 
what would become of me?” I 
said, “John, you would go straight 
to hell, and you would deserve 
to go.” “What have I done?” “I 
will tell you. You have got your 
wife’s heart under your heel, and 


‘you are grinding the life out of 


it. What is worse, you are tramp- 
ling under foot the Christ of God, 
who died on the Cross of Calvary 
to save you.” 


How many a son is killing his 


'mother by his wild, dissolute life. 


I remember staying in a beauti- 
ful home, where there was every- 
thing that wealth could buy. One 


would have thought that the mis- 


tress, of that home must be a 
perfectly happy woman. But she 
would rise in the middle of the 


halls of her beautiful home with. 


a breaking heart. A few months 
after she died. Why? She had a 
wandering boy. She did not even 
know where he was; and as I 
stood by her grave, with that 
wandering boy, who had come to 
her dying bed, I thought in my 
heart, ‘““Murdered by her wayward 
son.” 


Some of you are hastening your 
mother’s footsteps to the grave. 
You have not written your mother 
for six months. In Melbourne a 
man came rushing down the hall 
and said, “Oh, I have killed my 
mother.” He rushed into the in- 
quiry room, and was led to Christ. 
Is there a man here who is kill- 
ing his mother? Repent, take 
Christ; write to your mother to- 
night that you are saved. 


There are other ways of mur- 
dering people. I do not know 
whether it is common in Scotland. 
I think, and I certainly hope, not. 
But it is common where Scotch- 
men have gone. How shall I des- 
cribe it? The most appalling kind 
of murder in the world. Mothers 
murdering their own helpless 
babes, te escape the responsibil- 
ity of what is one of the greatest 
privileges in the world, a large 
family. If there is any hand in 
the world that is scarlet with 
the blood of murder, it is that 
of the woman who murders her 
own unborn babe; and there are 
men who call themselves physi- 
cians who will act as helpers in 
this hellish business. Such a one 
ought not to put “M.D.” after 
his name, but “D.M.’’—damnable 
murderer. In our country they 
hang them, which is just. Alas, 
they do not always catch them. 
I said this in an Australian city, 
and the wife of a physician was 
very indignant about it. But her 
indignation did not alter the truth 
of what I said. It only exposed a 
guilty party. 


7. The Seventh Commandment 


“Thou shalt not commit adul- 
tery.’—I cannot dwell on that. 
It needs to be dwelt upon, but not 


here. Simply let me say that 
there is no class of sins upon 
which God has set the stamp of 
his disapproval in a plainer way, by 
the fearful consequences that im- 
mediately follow the sins covered 
by this commandment. The wo- 
man untrue to her husband, the 
husband untrue to his wife: the 
curse of God always follow them. 
It may be done by legal means, 
under the cover of divorce laws 
that controvert God’s laws, but 
it does not lessen the sin. The 
meanest scoundrel that walks the 
earth, the meanest man alive, 
is the man who steps in, under 
any circumstances, between a 
man and his wife; and the meanest 
woman on earth is the one who 
steps in between another woman 
and her husband. Remember, fur- 
thermore, that our Saviour inter- 
preted this law as applying not 
only to the overt act, but to the 
secret thought of the heart, when 
He said, “Whoso looketh on a 
woman to lust after her hath 
committed adultery with her al- 
ready in his heart.” 


8. The Eighth Commandment 


“Thou shalt not steal.”—How 
much do you weigh, weighed by 
that law? Wait a moment. What 
is it to steal? To steai is to take 
property from another without 
giving an adequate equivalent in 
either property or money. For 
example, every man who sells 
goods under false pretenses is a 
thief. The man who sells a piece 
of cloth as being “all wool’ when 
it is part cotton, is a thief. The 
man who employs labour, and 


takes advantage of the poor man’s 
necessity, and does not give him 
‘in pay a full equivalent for his 
labour, is a thief. Every labouring 
man who does not give to his em- 
ployer, in good honest work, a fair 
equivalent for the wages paid to 
him, is a thief. The gambler who 
gambles and wins is a thief. Every 
time you bet on cards, on a horse 
race, on a boat race, every time 
you invest in pools or in a lottery, 
iwhether it be a public lottery or 


a church lottery, and win, you are 
a thief. The man who gambles and 
wins is a thief; the man who gam 
bles and loses is a fool. So every 
gambler is either a thief or a fook 


9. The Ninth Commandment 

“Thou shalt not bear false wit- 
ness against thy neighbour.”’—I 
know you do not like what I am 
saying, but that does not alter 
it; and you will not escape God 
by trying to forget what I say, 
But if you do not pay attention 
to my words, as far as they are 
true, they will rise up against 
you in the day of judgment. 

How much do you _ weigh, 
weighed by that commandment? 
“Well,” you say, “I am all right 
by that, because I was never in 
court.” Does it say anything about 
court? Every time you tell any- 
thing about another that is de- 
rogatory to them, and is not true, 
you have broken this law of God. 
You hear a story, and do not 
take pains to find out whether 
it is true or not. Perhaps you add 
a bit to it, and go on and tell it, 
and it is not true. You have broken 
the law of God. You say, “I 
thought it was true.” It is not 
what you think: it is the fact. 
Whenever you hear anything 
against a neighbor, do not be- 
lieve it until it is proven absolute- 
ly to be true; and even when it 
is, keep it to yourself, unless 
duty clearly demands the telling 
of it, which is very seldom. 


Some of you say, “Did you hear 
that awful story about Mrs.----? 
I was awfully sorry.” You lie. You 
were glad to hear it, or you would 
have kept it to yourself. The gos- 
sip, the slanderer, is viler than 
the vilest thief that walks your 
streets. The thief only steals 
money: the slanderer steals what 
money cannot buy—reputation. 


10. The Tenth Commandment 
“Thou shalt not covet thy neigh- 
bour’s house, thou shalt not covet 
thy neighbour’s wife, nor his man- 
servant, nor his maidservant, nor

ff they got the fruit of the Master 
out of them. In the Bible there is 
no divorcement between doctrine 
and deportment. In the Scriptures 
there is a vital connection between 
standing and walking, between 
position and practice. It is true 
that we are told in the Bible that 
Christ is for me in Heaven. We 
are also reminded that I am for 
Him down here. He is pleading for 
me in Heaven, and I am to plead 
for Him on earth. Here in the text 
these things are shown us. Here is 
one of the “therefores” of the New 
Testament. They are many, and 
whenever we see this word, we 
find a connecting link between 
doctrine and deed, between faith 
and works. This verse is the bridge 
between two parts of the epistle. 
It is the transition point between 
the spiritual and the practical in 
Romans. 


In the preceding part of the| 
epistle, the apostle has been tell-| 
ing us of the sacrifice of the Sa-| 
viour, and he is now calling tol 
the sacrifice of the saint. The 
early disciples heard the call and 
answered it. Follow their foot- 
steps, and you will find blood- 
marks all the way. As the Master 
promised, they were pursued and 
persecuted. When they left their 
boats and their business for Christ, 
they received “an hundred-fold”’ 
plus persecutions. 


We may be assured that this 
text was not meant solely for the) 
first century believers. He didn’t) 
ordain sacrifice for them and soft- | 
ness for us. Christ never intended 
they should suffer and sacrifice | 
end that we should sing and some- | 
times sigh; that they should have | 
persecution and we have pious 
peace; that they should have ridi- 
cule and rebuffs, and we rest while 
we read about it. Christ never or- 
dained that they should receive 
the world’s blame and we the 
world’s acclaim. This text, this 
truth, is for the believers of every 
age, and it is a clarion call to con- 
secration, to perspiration, and if 
need be, persecution to service and 
glad surrender. 


It Is Reasonable to Sacrifice 


So says the apostle. It is the 
logical thing that we should give 
to Christ the best that is in us by 
self-surrender to sacrificial ser- 
vice. “I beseech you therefore by 
the mercies of God.” This is Paul’s 
argument. Doubtless Paul has in 
mind the whole scheme of redemp- 
tion, but if we turn to the preced- 
ing part of the epistle we find 
some of these mercies very clearly 
shown. They are not few: they are 
many. We have opportunity to 
mention only a few. 

One mercy of which we are 
reminded in Romans is its 


Pardon For the Past 


“Blessed are they whose in- 
iquities are forgiven, and whose 
sins are covered. Blessed is the 

~ man to whom the Lord will not 
impute sin.’”—Rom. 4:7,8. 


What a magnificent mercy that 
is! What a boon it is to have your 
burden removed! Sin is the blight 
and the -burden of the human 
heart. Listen to these persistent 
wails of men: 

“T have sinned, what shall I do?” 
is the passionate appeal of Job. 

“My sin is ever before me,” cries 
"the haunted spirit of the Psalmist. 

“God be merciful to me a@ sin- 
mer,” is the language of. the down- 
cast publican. 

“Father, I have sinned,” is the 


Sin is the disability of the soul, 
and sin disinherits the soul. But, 
thanks to God, the past can be 
pardoned. Here is the core, the 
heart-throb of the gospel. 

Micah says concerning ‘his sin, 
“Cast into the midst of the sea.” 
Isaiah says, “It is cast behind thy 
back.” The Psalmist says, “As far 
as the east is from the west, so far 
hath he -removed our transgres- 
sions from us.” Jeremiah testifies, 
“Remembered no more.” 


There was a factory girl in Ire- 
land who was deeply troubled 
ebout this ancient, modern, uni- 
versal, personal problem of sin. 
One day she was taken for the 


first time to see the ocean. As 


she looked out upon the rolling 
tide for the first time from the 
cliffs of Giant’s Causeway, she 
remembered the text, “Thou wil 
cast all their sins into the depths 
of the sea” (Micah 7:19). She 
suddenly felt like someone from 
whose heart a horrible load has 
been lifted. She knew that God, 
for Christ’s sake, had pardoned 
her past. When she reached home, 
she wrote these lines: 


I will cast in the depths of the 
fathomless sea, 


All thy sins and transgressions, 
whatever they ve, 

Though they mount up to Heaven, 
though they go down to Hell, 


They shall sink in the depths and 
above them shall swell | 

All my waves of forgiveness, 80 | 
mighty and free; | 

I have cast all thy sins in the 
depths of the sea. | 

In the deep silent depths, far) 
away from the shore, 

Where they never may rise up to} 
trouble thee more, 

Where no far-reaching tide with 
its pitiless sweep, 

May stir the dark waves of forget- 
fulness deep— 

I have buried them there, where 
no mortal may see; 

I have cast all thy sins in the 
depths of the sea. 


So Paul submits that because all 
our past has been pardoned, we 
ought to yield ourselves to the| 
Lord. 


Another mercy that calls for | 
consecration is found in chapter 
five, verse one. 


We Have Peace With God 

Peace with God comes because 
we have pardon for the past.) 
“Therefore, being justified by 
faith, we have peace with God 
through our Lord Jesus Christ.” 

In Ephesians, we read that 
Christ has made peace through 
the blood of His cross, having! 
abolished the enmity. 


It is a great boon to bring voices 
that have been out of tune into 
perfect accord, to bring hearts 
that have been mutually hostile 
into a common understanding. It 
is not enough to hush up a quar; 
rel. Christ has done much more 
than that. Reconciliation means 
the settlement of all differences, 
so that both sides are equally 
satisfied. Christ, His red cress be- 
tween, joins Heaven and earth, 
links God and man, 


Once we were foes of God, and 
now we are friends. Once we were 
defiant; now we are docile in His 
presence. Once we were afraid; 
now we rest at His feet. We have 
peace with God as a fact; we have 
also the peace of God as a condi- 
tion. 


Through Christ on the cross, peace 
was made, 

My debt by His death was all paid, 

No other foundation is laid. 

For peace, the gift of God’s love. 


A third mercy is mentioned in 
chapter six. It is 


Power for the Present 


The first verse of the chapter 
asks a question, “Shall we contin- 
ue in sin that grace may abound?” 
The succeeding verse gives the an- 
swer, “God forbid.” The keynote 
of the chapter is this, “Sin shall 
not have dominion over you.” 
Surely that is a mercy that calls 
for consecration. 


Christ not only pardons us and 
takes us along that path of peace, 
but we walk with Him along the 
highway of power. He not only 
makes us clean; He makes us con- 
querors. He gives us not only a 
new birth, but a new life. When a 
man goes to the penitent bench, 
he becomes a new man at the 
work bench. 


He breaks the power of cancelled 
sin, 


He sets the prisoner free. 


The sovereign greatness of 
Christ is not that of a majesty 
remote in the heavens far above 
all principality and power. The 


greatness of Christ is seen in the 


fact that He is available and active 
in the life of a man, breaking for 
him the bonds of former habits, 
disengaging him from sinful at- 
tachments, and enabling him to 
rise to a completely new experi- 
ence of liberty and victory. 


He conquers now, He sets us free; 
We take, He gives, the victory. 


Another mercy is found in the 
eighth chapter. Here we find that 
we not only have a new power 
but we

daily companionship. God has not 
left us alone.

In the light of the foregoing, 
argues the apostle, why should we 
not give ourselves to the Lord in 
glad yieldedness?

It Ought to Be a Willing 
Sacrifice 


There is no compulsion except 
the compulsion of love. Christ calls 
by His mercies, but the answer is 
with us. David of old cried out, 
“Who then is willing to consecrate 
his service..-this. day unto the 
Lord?” A greater than David is 
here calling for a willing, volun- 
tary offering. 


O let my life be given, 

My years for Thee be spent, 
World fetters all be riven, 

And joy with suffering blent; 
Thou gav’st Thyself for me; 

I give myself for Thee. 


One terrible night when the 
British line was being broken 
through in the early part of the 
war, a chaplain administered the 
Lord’s Supper in a Y.M.C.A. hut. 
About six hundred men of the 
Black Watch crowded into that 
hut; some of them took part in 
the Lord’s Supper, and others 
stood and looked on. They could 
hear the enemies’ shells overhead; 
and only a couple of hours later 
that hut was blown to atoms. 
When they had finished the ser- 
vice they sang their closing hymn, 
“When I survey the wondrous 
cross.”” And when they came to the 
closing verse he said, “Will you 
alter the last line? I want you 
to say, not ‘Demands my soul,’ but 
‘Shall have my soul, my life, my 
all.’ Now, do not sing it if you do 
not mean it; but if it expresses 
the decision you have made, that 
Christ shall have your all, then 
Sing it.” And they sang it, and as 
he was preparing to close the 
meeting, a voice called out, “‘Pad- 
re, may we sing that verse over 
again? I did not sing it last time; 
I would like to sing it now.” “Yes, 
lad, we will sing it again,” and’ 
that happened again and again, 
until every man in that hut had 
sung that verse, ‘“‘Love so amazing, 
so divine, shall have my soul, my 


life, my all.” The benediction was | 


pronounced; and the men were 
called out, and lined up, and or- 
dered to march forward. That unit 
was practically annihilated, and 
by the morning very few of those 
men remained alive.

his ox, nor his ass, nor anything 
that is thy neighbor’s.’’—God's 
law covers not only the overt act, 
but the covert thought of the 
heart as well. Marty of you would 
not steal your neighbour's horse, 
but you wish it was yours. You 
would not run off with your neigh- 
bour’s wife, but you wish she were 
yours. You would not rob your 
neighbour of his money, but you 
wish it was your money. You have 
broken the law of God. 

How much do you weigh, 
weighed by the law of God? 


II. Weighed by the 
Golden Rule 


There are two other weights 
heavier than these. Matthew 7:12: 
“All things whatsoever ye would 
that men should do to you, do 
ye even so to them.” The so- 
called Golden Rule. How many 
talk about it, and how few keep it. 

One day I was talking to a sea 
captain. I asked him, “Captain, 
why are you not a Christian?” 
“The Golden Rule is a good enough 
religion for me,” he replied. “Do 
you keep it?” He dropped his 
head. He talked about it, but he 
did not keep it. Talking about 
it will not save you. Do you do 
it? Mind it does not merely put 
it negatively, “Do not do to others 
whatsoever ye would not that they 
should do to you.” That is Con- 
fucianism. The Christian rule is 
“Do these things to 
them.” Sell goods to other people 
just the way you want other peo- 
ple to sell goods to you. Talk about 
other people behind their backs 
just as you want them to talk 
about you behind your back. Do 
you do it? Always? Then you 
are weighed and found wanting. 


III. God’s Greatest 
Commandment 


The heaviest weight of all is 
in Matthew 22:37, 38: “Thou shalt 
love the Lord thy God with all thy 
heart, and with all thy soul, and 
with all thy mind. This is the 
first and great commandment.” 
How much do you weigh by that 
law? Put God first in everything 
—in business, in politics, in social 
life, in study, in everything. Do 
you do it? Have you always done 
it? No, you say, I have not. Then 
you are weighed and found want- 
ing, not only by breaking a law 
of God, but this is “the first and 
great command;” you have broken 
the first and greatest of God's 
laws. 

A minister asked me to talk 
to a young man who wanted to 
go into the ministry. He was a 
splendid looking fellow. When he 
came to me, I said, “You want 
to go into the ministry. Are you 
a Christian?” “Why, of course I 
am. I was brought up a Christian, 
and I am not going back on the 
training of my parents.” “Have 
you been born again?” “What?” 
“Jesus says, ‘Except a man be born 
again, he cannot see the kingdom 
of God.’” ‘‘Well,” he said, “‘I have 
never heard of that before.” “Did 
you know that you had committed 
the greatest sin a man can com- 
mit?” “No, I never did.” ‘What 
do you think it is?” “Murder.” 
“You are greatly mistaken. Let 
us see what God says.” I turned 
to Matthew 22:37,38 and read: 
“Thou shalt love the Lord thy 
God with all thy heart, and with 
all thy soul, and with al! thy mind. 
This is the first and great com- 
mandment.” “Which command- 
ment is it?” I asked. “The first 
and greatest.” “Have you kept it? 
Have you loved God with al] 
your heart, and all your soul, and 
all your mind? Have you put God 
first in everything—in business, 
in pleasure, in social life, in poli- 
tics?” ‘‘No, sir, I have not.” “What

That were an offering far too

Let this be your glad response 
to the apostolic plea for sacrifi- 
cial service in the light of: the 
minister’s many mercies.

have you done then?” “I have 
broken this commandment.” 
‘Which commandment is it?” “The 
first and greatest.” “What have 
you done then?” “I have broken 
the first and greatest of God's 
commandments. I have committed 
the greatest sin a man can com- 
mit. But I never saw it before.’’ 


How much do we weigh, every 
one of us, including the preacher? 
Every one of us is weighed and 
found wanting. What shall we do 
then? This is where the Gospel 
comes in. I have preached up to 
this point nothing but law. God 
has weighed the whole world in 
the balances and found it want- 
ing, and in Christ He provided 
salvation for a wanting world. 


IV. Take Christ Into the 
Scales With You 


God sent iis Son, who kept 
that law, and then died for you 
and me who have broken it; and 
all you and I have to do is to 
take Christ into the balances with 
us. ‘Christ can weigh up all the 
weights. When we take Christ 
into the balance with us, then 
we are weighed, and found not 
wanting. 


Will you take Jesus Christ into 
the balances with you tonight? 
Woe to the man who is weighed 
in the balances of God for the 
last time without having Jesus 
Christ with him. This may be the 
last opportunity for some; 
at all events be the last oppor- 
tunity which you will ever take. 
The time will come when. you will 
be weighed and found wanting; 
and you will look back and say, 
“Oh, why did I not listen to the 
preacher?” You will remember 
this sermon and the text; and you 
will say, “Oh, if I only had im- 
proved the opportunity.” 

Mr. Moody told a story I shall 
never forget. A man was set to 


watch a drawbridge. He had orders — 


not to open the draw until a spe- 
cial train passed. Boat after boat 
came up and urged him to open 
tne bridge and let them through. 
“No, I have my orders to wait till 


the special passes.” At last a friend. 


came up and over-urged him, and 
he allowed himself to be persuad- 
ed. (He threw the draw open. No 
sooner was the bridge well open 
and the vessels beginning to enter, 
than he heard the whistle of the 
special. He sprang to the lever, 
but he was too late. The train 
came on with lightning speed. 
He looked on as it dashed into 
the open chasm, he heard the 
shrieks of the injured and saw 
the corpses of the dead, and went 
mad. He never recovered his 
senses, ‘but walked up and down 
the padded cell of the asylum, 
crying, “Oh! if I only had; oh! 
if I only had.” Had what? Obeyed 
orders. 
Christ for the last time, and you 
will walk up and down the eternal 
madhouse wringing your hands, 
and saying, “Oh! if I only had; oh! 
if I only had!” Had what? Obeyed 
God, and accepted His Son as 
your Saviour. Will you do it now?.
